The president then took his stand at the en-

TO THE COLORED PEOPLE. 


The Convention at Springficeid Issues an 
‘Address to the Race. 


SPRINGFIELD, lll., October 9.—The state 
conference of colored men adjourned last even- 
ing after issuing an address to the colored peo-— 
ple of the stato and nation, which sets forth 
the object of the organization just effected to 
advance educational interests, the abolishment 
of separate schools and to secure the employ- 
ment of competent colored teachers. After 
reviewing the condition of negroes in the 
south, the outrages to which they are sub- 
jected, and in that it is nota party or race 
question, but of national importance, the league 
makes the following appeal: 

“We appeal tothe American people, to congress 
and the executive head of the government, to men 
of all parties, to rise above partisan hate and bitter 

rejudice and bring to bear the majesty of the 
aw to the end that life and property in Louisiana 
and Mississippi, South Carolina, Georgia and Texas, 
shail be as safe asin the northern states,”’ 

The address also calls attention to the fact 
of opening new states in the northwest and ad- 
vises thé colored people of the south to secure 
homeés there as a.step toward overcoming the 
southern question. 


- ACCIDENT AT A GAS WELL. 


Iron Pipe Flying Through the Air Causes 
Death. 

Koxomo, Ind., October 9.—A s*cond acci- 
dent in the history of the Kokomo gas belt 
oceurred at Jerome, fifteen miles east of Ko- 
komo, on Monday night, in which Chusa 
Mormon was instantly killed; Frank Little 
had a leg broker, necessitating amputation ; 
Hiram Overman had his skull fractured, and 
John Hogue probably fatally burned. A large 
crowd had gathered at this well, which is the 
strongest one in the state, to witness the gas 
display. Sixty feet of four-inch pipe was laid 
from the well terminating in a vertical elbow, 
four feet in height. The young man who ap- 
pica the torch foolishly turned tlris elbow 
down to lie on the ground, and just as the gas 
ignited the tremendous force flung sixty feet 
of pipe around, striking and burning every- 
thing within its reach. A large number were 
injured, in addition to the above. Mr. Mor- 
mon was a preacherin the Friends sixty-five 
years of age,and an old resident in this county, 
and leaves a wife and five grown children. 
He was pinned to a wire fence by the end of 
the flaming pipe and roasted, being almost 
consumed, 


MAHONE’S REAL SCHEME 


Legislature and Win the 
Senatorship. 


RicumonpD, Va., October 9.—[Special.}—The 
political contest is waxing warm here now. Mahone 
and his men are in the front ranks, and there seems 
to be no chance of retreat’ It has becom? plainly 
evident now that the little man has no desire or 
hope of being the next governor of Virginia, but his 

retended gubernatorial campaign isa curtain be- 
hind which heis silently and secretly canvassing 
for the majority in the next legislature. It bas been 
clearly exposed to THE CONSTITUTION’S Gorrespon- 
dent tbat he has upon several occasions 
authorized the republican leaders in 
some counties to say to the 
democrats that they, ‘the republicans,’’ would yote 
for McKinney if the democrats would support the 
republican legislative nominee in that county. This 
is supposed to be ono of the greatest secrets and 
deepest plotsin the “‘little schemers’ stratagems,”’ 
and was accidentully exposed to the writer tonight, 
The republicans had a rally here last night, and 
nearly ali the heretofore pretended kickers publicly 
expressed their desire to follow wherever Mahone 
shonld lead. Another rally of both sides will be 
held tonight.

They were 
drinking and fought slightly over a bet; Go- 
forth went home, took a nap, got up, loaded 
his shotgun and went back, met ag hn in 
the road, told him he was going to kill him, 
and fired, striking him in the shoulders and 
neck. Conway was very drunk. His son 
offered one hundred dollars reward.

& message from the house of bishops announc- 
ing that the following joint committee on ju- 
dicial systems had been appointed to consider 
the question in course of argument in the 
lowvr house rolative to the formation of an ap- 
pelate court. The committce consisted of the 
bishops of Texas, central New York, Pennsyl- 
vania and Kentucky. 

The committee on the admission of new 
dioceses begged to be discharged from further 
consideration of the memorials from Nebraska 
and Michigan asking for the erection of a new 
diocese within the limit of each of those 
states. The committee could not recommend 
the advisability of granting the request and 
were, therefore, discharged. 

Dr. McVicker, of Pennsylvania, offered a 
resolution inviting tbe house of bishops to 
join the house of deputies this afternoon in a 
memorial service in honor of the late Dr. Vail. 
Adopted. 

The report of the committee on conference 
with the house of bishops in reference to reso- 
lution eight was then taken up. Resolution 
eight, which provided for the recitation of the 
litany after morning prayer on Sundays, Wed- 
nesdays and Fridays, and on ember days. The 
Litany might also be used every day in Lent. 

Several days ago this resolution was adopted 
by the house of bishops, but when it came be - 
fore the house of deputies it was rejected. 

The committees of conference was then ap- 
pointed and this committee came back this 
morning and recommended the house of depu- 
ties to recede from the actionit formerly took 
and adopt the resolution as passed by the 
house of bishops. 

There was a long discussion over the man- 
ner of laying the matter before the house. 
Some deputies claimed that the matter could 
be brought before the house by reconsidering 
the vote already taken. 

Finally Dr. Dix, who presided, ruled that 
the matter could be brought before the house 
in the form of a report of the committee of 
conference. Theroll of dioceses was then 
called and it was found that there were only 
eighteen dioceses in favor of receding from 
their former action and thirty dioceses against 
it. Two dioceses were divided evenly in the 
votes of their deputies. So the house of depu- 
ties sent back the resolution to the house of 
bishops without its approval. 

Discussion of the resolution giving clergy- 
mén an appeal outside of their dioceses, which 
was on when an adjournment was taken yes 
terday, was resumed. 

After considerable discussion a wote was 
taken, and the resolution was tabled by a vote 
of 64 to 49. 

A recess was then taken. 

After recess, debate on the amendment was 
continued. A Missouri deputy moved that a 
vote be taken at once. Another delegate 
moved to lay the question on the table so that 
the convention would have a better opportun- 
ity of considering it. This was defeated. 

Au amendment was then moved that the 
vote be taken on the question at twelve o’clock 
tomorrow (Thursday), and it was carried by 
122 to 120. 

Mr. Cortland Parker, of Newark, moved an 
amendment to the amendment, that the com- 
mitte strike out the words ‘until the general 
convention shall otherwise provide,” and in- 
sert the words “subject to appeal upon a 
question of law and doctrine to such tribunal 
asthe general convention shall provide for 
the decision thereof.” 

THE VAIL MEMORIAL EXERCISES. 

At this point the proceedings were inter- 
rupted by an announcement from the chair 
that the hour had arrived when the memorial 
services for the bishop of Kansas were to be 
held. The regular burial service of the Episco- 
pal church was then begun. Bishop Neeley, of 
Maine, Bishop Cox, of western New York, 
and Bishop Clark, of Rhode Island, officiat- 
ing, and the entire congregation chanting. The 
18ith hymn was then sung, and the special 
lessons were read. The services occupied 
three-quarters of an hour. At the conclusion 
of the service, it was agreed to adjourn con- 
vention for the day. 


FOUR SUCCESSFUL TESTS 


the Fhosphorus 

Tron. 
BIRMINGHAM, Ala., October 9.—[Special.] 
Four successful tests were made today at the 
furnaces in this city of a chemical process for 
removing all phosphorus from iron and con- 
verting it into bessemer pig. Every test was 
pronounced acomplete success by chemists 
and practical steel men engaged to witness 
them. The process has just been discovered 
by a Scotch chemist named Archibald, who is 
in the employ of the Tennessee Coal, Iron and 
Railroad company. By this process the extra 
cost oi converting the ores of this section into 
bessemer pig will be only fifty cents a ton. 
The success of the experiments has caused no 
little excitement in iron and financial circles 
in this city. 


For Removing From 


Poisoned Sacramental Wine, 


OnempaA, N. Y., October 9.—Reyv. James 
Kelly, of this p'ace, is seriously ill, and the circum- 
stances connected with his sickness point to a 
crime of murderous intent. He celebrated mass in 
the rink yesterday morning, and partook of about 
two teaspoonsful of wine, when he was seized with 
a& great pain in his stomach, which he regareed as 
symptoms of poison, He quickly retired from the 
altar and sent to a drug store for an anodyne, which 
had the desired effect of reiieving his stomach. 
The theory is that some one entered the rink and 
putad y drug in the small bottle of wine used.

In connection with such written stetement, the 
lessees, or others representing them, may appear 
betore the com nittee, and may submit other oral 
statement in explanation of or in vindiction of the 
said claimsas upon the propusition of seitlement 
which they may wish to make, not exceeding two 
other than the megs my of said company. 

Resolved 2d, That the chairman of this committee 
be requested to haye forwarded to the lessees a copy 
of these resolutions of the committee. 

Resolved 38d, That the chairman agree with such 
lessees upon the time and place for such meeting. 

Resolved 4th, That the oral explanation herein- 
before spoken of be limited totwo hours for each 
gentleman who addresses the committee. 

Resolved 5th. That upou agreement as to the time 
and place of meeting the chairman notify the com- 
Aniitee and call the same together. 

There was a good deal of warmth of feeling over 
thisaction, and Senator Bartlett, Dr. Felton, Mr. 
Harrell and Mr. Berner put their heads together to 
defeat these new tactics, 

In the afternoon session Dr. Felton, Mr, Berner 
and Mr, Harrell got the house to adopt a resolution 
to the effect that 1t-was the sense of the house that 
all communications of the conference committee 
with the lessees should be in writing. 

While this action of one branch of the general 
assembly cannot bind a joint committee, the house 
members of the committee will hardly be willing 
to go against the seuse of the body from which they 
were appointed. This will give a oy! to first 
resolution limiting communications with the lessees 


to writing. 

It is understood that the lessees have 
already reduced their communications to 
writing and are ready tu make 
answer to thc committee on short notice. It is said 
that they have anticipated the matter on which 
they would be interrogated, and have already pre- 
pared detailed descriptions of the Cars, engines 
rolling stock and jpersonal property to be returned 
to the state, 

The conference committee adjourned, subject to 
the call of the chairman, and will probably meet 
agaiu today. Yesterday’s resolution was communl- 
cated to Senator Brown and Mr, Stahlman. 

It looks like the labor of the committee will be 
very light and soon terminated.

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THE OLIVE BILL 


UP FOR FINAL CONSIDERATION OF 
THE HOUSE.

The Berner Balloon Bursts and He Finally 
Patis Out His Last Substitate—Mr. VUlive 


Mas Still Another. 


The house had up the Olive bill again yes- 
terday, and it will continue on it today. 

It is probable that a vote will be reached dur- 
ing the day, but even the friends of the measure 
have admitted that defeat is staring them in 
the face. 

Mr. Berner has at last withdrawn his much 

and badly abused substitute, 

retired to the ranks 

ill knights, after 

having vigorously pushed to the front as their 
captain. 

Bat he probably got tired of the prospect, 
end once more Mr. Olive poses as the leader. 

But not of the original bill. 

Nor the first substitute, 

Nor the second— 

Nor any of the others up to the fifth. 

This time he has a brand, spanking new 
substitute, and it comes in as about No. 6. 

For a day or two they have been coming in 
with lightning rapidity, Mr. Olive and Mr. 
Berner alternating to see which could getin 
the most. 

Mr. Olive is now on top, and unless Mr. 
Berner comes in with another one today, «ub. 
No. 6 will be considered by the house. 

This substitute is just in line with the legis- 
lation sought to be enacted by the others, ex- 
cept that instead of the outright forfeiture 
feature it provides that the punishment to be 
inflicted shall be a fine of $5,000a day, which 
makes the bill no leas objectionable than any 
of its long line of substitutorial antecedents. 

The speech of yesterday was that of Mr. 
Lamar, of Richmond, and a more brave con 
vincing speech has not been delivered in this 
house. 

He demonstrated that bis position is simply 
impregnable, and its etfect was at once appa- 
reut on the house. Major Rawis, of Efiing- 
ham, madea strong speech against the bill, 
and Mr. Olive and Mr. Hill, of Meriwether, 
— forit. The discussion will be resumed 

is morniug. 


Details of the Debate. 

Mr. Olive.the author of the original bill and 
two of the substitutes, concluded his argument 
yesterday foreyoon. 

He detined a monopoly, suiting the defini- 
tion of the West Point Termiual company. 
He said that the case of the 
Terminal! owned 4,000 shares of 
Central stock, or more than balf, as well as 
a controlling interest inthe East Tennessee. 
He dwelt upon the evils of consolidated power, 
its quasi protection by the interstate commerce 
law—by limiting the power of the state com- 
mission—and the tendeucy of such cendition 
of affairs towards centralization and the de- 
struction of state sovereignty. 

The combination—the Terminal—he said, 
would crow stronger and more complete, until 
it was able to throttle the commerce of the 
eutire state, What railroad, he asked, would 
lease the Western and Atlantic with suck a 
lawless and powerful rival to contend with for 
gustenanre? 

Mr. Berner then announced that he would 
withdraw his substitute for the Olive bill. 

Mr. Olive then sent another substitute to 
the desk—the second one that he (Mr. Olive) 
has introducid. 

He stated, however, that he withdrew his 
origiuval substitute. 

MR. LAMAR, OF RICHMOND, 
made a remarkably sound and forcible speech— 
one of the very ablest made on any subject in 
the house this session. 

“The opponents of this bill,”’ said he; ‘could 
ask no better justification of their course than 
the fact that the friends of the original Olive 
bill have practically admitted the impropriety 
of its peseage, and have offered substitute after 
substitute, each differing and all more or less 
an attempt to correct some detect in the 
original bill. There are now on the table the 
Olive bill, a substitute by the gentleman from 
Floyd, one by the gentleman from Mouroe, one 
by the author of the original bill, and he has 
this moment offered still another. Why? It 
must be that these friends of the measure, to- 
gether with Mr. Olive himself, are of the opin- 
ion that the bill as first introduced and urged 
for adoption was wrong in something, and that, 
in some respects at least, the opponents of the 
bill were right. We are surely right in oppos- 
fing the bill if the author virtually abandons 
it and offers first one and then another substi- 
tute, each radically differing from that pro- 

last winter. 

Yet, on the first appearance of antagonism 
to this bill, there were mutterings of discon- 
tent, even suggestions that no one could 
oppose il without violating the oath of office, 
certainly ihat any one who fought it was in 
conflict with the spirit of the constitution of 
Georgia. It was, and is now, claimed, that 
that constitution demands the passage of a 
bill like this, that we are sworn to pass some 
legisiation of that character. So persistent 
has this argument been, that very good people 
believe it. Good men in this house have con- 
fe:sed that they disapprove of the provisions 
of the bill, have admitted that the forfeitures, 
the putting in the hands of receivers, the tak 
ing of the property away from the owners, the 
forfeiture of the charter, was not right; but, 
Gay they, we must dosomething. The constitu- 
tion concludes that article, or chapter, on this 
sabject with the words: 

“The legislature shall enforce the provisions 
of this article by appropriate legislation,” and 
We must obev. 

Even if they were right, it says ‘‘appro- 
priate legislation,” and are bound to see to it 
that any bili offered is appropriate and coim- 
mends itself to their wisdom and judgment 
exactiy as any other bill. But when you real- 
ize that the germinal] idea of the Olive bill is 
to forfeit charters for a violation of certain 
laws, it can be shown to any fair man that tne 
amakers of the. constitution of 1877 have, by 
their express action, said they were opposed to 
the Olive bill. This legislature cain pass it. 
It has the power todoso. It ean pass any Jaw 
that it is not actually forbidden to pass either by 
the cunstitation of the Uniied States or that of 
Georgia. and I admit that this body has the 
@uthority to work the provisions of this 
bill into a law if it sees fit. But I 
deny that we are required to do so by 
anything in the organic law of the state. This 
is important to be borne in mind, because 
probably ovue-half of those who favor this bill 
do so on the idea that the constitution de 
mandsit. So far from that being true, it is 
that us matter of fact when the substance of 
the Olive bill was offered in the constitutional 
convention, proposing like it to let everybody 
that wanted institute proceedings to forfeit the 
charters of railroads and other corporations it 
was voted down, and for the very reason we 
bere the Olive bill. General Gartrell 
urged that a law like that would lead to black- 
mail, to injurious and vicious legislation. He 
was nem for that very injurious legisla— 
tion is before us today. The argument as to 
blackmailing was so effective in the conven- 
tion that Judge Willis offered an amendment 
to the pro section in which he provided 
that after indictment by a grand jury proceed- 
ings could be instituted to forfeit. If that 
had been adopted, I admit we onght to pass 
the Oiive bill. But if it was defeated—as de- 
feated it was overwhelmingly—then you ought 
to vote against the Olive bill, when you appeal 
to the spirit of the constitution to guide you. 
The Olive billis bnt an elaboration of the 

ple embodied in that proposed and de- 
eated section, and if that little section of four 
lines was too strong, too radical, too violent for 
the framers of the constitution what would 
they. say of this ill! 

Bat the friends of the bill say what are you 
going to do with the monopoly clanse of the 
constitution?

make contracts of consolidation. He knew, as 
all lawyers knew,that the underlying principles 
of the common law are abie to cope with any 
such questions, for without a statate and on 
those principles he ad won that case and lest 
that satisfactory old law should be changed he 
got the censtitutional convention to insert a 
restriction on the legislature that “‘the general 
assembly shail have no power to author- 
ize one corporation to buy stock in 
another, nor to make any contract, the effect 
of which is to lessen competition, and all such 
contracts shall be illecal and roid,” evenif the 
legislature does authorize it. The whole para- 
graph isa prohibition. It forbids. The legis—- 
iature shali not! It is restrictive; and while 
we can pass this law because we have the 
wqtes that clause, by no sort of twisting, can 
turned into a command that we do some- 
thing or anything. General Toombs was afraid 
of legislatures, and-a!i he wanted wasto keep 
the law as it was. Weobserve the constitu- 
tion as to that section by remembering that it 
says that the legislature shall not authorize. 
Until we do authorize we are safe. If we do 
authorize we violate the constitution, but the 
authority and al! contracts under it become by 
virtue of the constitution illegal and void. 

If these conclusions are correct we are under 
no moral coercion as to this bill. We a 
proach it just as we do any other and can dis- 
enss it and consider it as any ordinary bill. 
Without feeling that we are irreverent we can 
examine it and discuss its details. The bill 
and the five or six friendly substitutes are too 
long to discuss at length. It is enough to 
know they are all near akin. The original 
bill forfeits a charter in the first instance, the 
Berner substitate later. The original bill and 
all the substitutes, I believe, provide for any- 
body instituting proceedings, taking the prop- 
erty out of the handsof the majority, fining 
the majority stockholders and the board of 
directors, taking away al! right to vote the 
stock owned by the majority if they own stock 


‘inacompeting road, putting the road in the 


hands of areceiver. It is safe to say no simi- 
jar bill was ever passed by any legislative body 
on the face of the earth. 

Take the Georvia railroad forexample. as to 
how it would work—and I take that because 
many of; my constituents own stock in that 
road. Since the lease, so far as I know, 
there has been no cause of public com- 
plaint—the service has been as good or better, 
rates lower, time fasier—the public are as weil 
and cheaply served as before the leaso. 

Yet, you propose to let anybedy, no matter 
what his motive.use this tremendous engine of 
power to blackmail that company and tiose 
who own stock in it. Sappose he wants to 
depress the price of its stock. He announces 
that he proposes under this bill to get permis- 
sion toinstitute a suit to set aside the lease, 
to forfeit the charter of the Georgia railroad 
and of the Central. What is the resalt? 
Capital is timid; people don’t know what the 
courts will decide. Many fear to run the 
risk, and they begin to seli at a loss, the stock 
goes down, widows and small stockholders in 
great fear begin to sell at reductions—ten, 
twenty, twenty-five per ceut. And for whose 
benefit? After it is ail over freights are exactly 
the same, passenger fare the same. He 
fore and after the suit the rates 
are all fixed by the commission, and the 
net result of the Olive billis damage to the 
timid and absolutely no good to the public. 
A grewter lever was never furnished a man 
who wanted to depress the price of stock, and 
that it would be used is as certain as human 
nature remains the same. 

I cannot Lelieve that this house will pass 
such a law, or that any body of men can re- 
gard it as “‘appropriate legis!ation.”’ 

Will its passage make anybody who 
doesn't own any want to invest 
in railroads. Won’t its passage make 
people who own railroad securities want 
tosellithem. If that be the resuit as to exist- 
ing roads who will invest in new ones and 
where will come the money to develop the 
state’s waste places and open up the mines and 
forests of Georgia. 

Mr. Speaker, the makers of the constitution 
looked to the regulation of railroads by a com- 
mission as the sointion of the problem. It 
has worked well; andIam,as the result of 
observation and no little study, the 
unfaltering friend of that comunis- 
sion. I yoted for the joint rate 
bill because it enlarges the powers of that 
body, and I will always vote to give it any 
needed power. But I cannot vote for a meas- 
ure that harms the roads, does no good to the 
public, and putsin the hands of designing men 
who will use it for evil, a lever that can crush 
the poor and weak stockholder as well as the 
large ones. 

We have fought the fight with railroads and 
won—they are in the grasp of the law; the 
very danger of the passage of this bill shows 
that at a moment's notice we can annihilate 
them; they are common carriers, public ser- 
vants, that we rule and govern as we please; 
let us see to it we are not unkind masters nor 
unwise rulers. 

MAJOR RAWLES, OF EFFINGHAM, 
followed iu a strong speech opposing the bill. 

‘IT am opposed to the original bill,” said he, 
“and to all the substitutes. This movement 
isan unjust and an unwise fight upon the 
railroads, the most useful and potent factor in 
the development of Georgia—past, present and 
future.”’ 

Major Rawls stopped at this point to paya 
courteous and handsome tribute to Mr. Olive, 
the author of the bill, for his fidelity and 
pluck in adhering to his convictions, even 
though his convictions were wrong and dan- 
gerous, 

Major Rawles then pointed out that the 
taxable values of railroad property in the state 
aggregated $34,219,457, paying $136,877 taxes, 
euploying over 13,000 native Georgians, and 
paying them as salaries over $14,000,000 anuu- 
ally. 

He then introduced epitomized agricultural 
and other statistics, showing how ciosely the 
ceneral growth followed the increase of the 
miles of railroad. 

“Two words made their way into theSdic- 
tionaries about the same time,” said Major 
Kawles. “‘They had opposite purposes. The 
first was ‘sheol’, to soothe and conciliate the 
sensitive nerves of people whocouldn’t bear 
the idea of a burning lake and sure-encugh 
brimstone. The other word was ‘monopoly’, 
a word to distract and horrify- people with. 
This cry of ‘monopoly!’ reminds me of the two 
fellows who got ont of money and finally hit 
upon thisschemeto fill their pockets—they 
advertised that they had a number of rare and 
remarkable animals, and that they would ex- 


} hibit in a certain hallona certain day. The 


hali was crowded. ,The fellows got hold of 
the gate receipts, and just when the perform- 
ance wasto have been begun one of 
them rushed out on the platform and 
began shouting wildly: ‘For God's 
sake ladies and gentlemen, save yourselves. 
The great Guy-as—-cntus is broke loose!’ The 
people stampeded in terror, and the fellows 
got off with the money. 

That’s what the cry of ‘monopoly’ reminds 
me of—the politicians howling ‘monopoly!’ 
They are out of home issues and they must 
have something to excite the people on. 

Are we going to be stampeded by this po- 
litical guy-as-cutus ? 

Major Rawles then took the case of his own 
county, Effingham. : 

Colonel Fry's road was surveyed to go 
through there. The people of the whole 
county were euthused, and subscriptions more 
than enough poured in. Then the Olive 
bill was introduced. The scheme was par- 
alyzed. Capital is timid everywhere, and cap 
italists are not going torisk their money in the 
shadow of a danger like thet.

MR. HERRINGTON REPLIES 


To Instructions Which Don't Fit His Judg- 
ment. 

Hon. Alfred Herrington, the member from 
Emanuel county, received a letter of instruc- 
tions from his county asking him to support 
the “Oliff’’ bill, or some of its substitutes. 
His reply, as follows, is furnished Tue Con- 
STITUTION for publication : 

CAN T SEE IT THAT WAY. 

J. K. Lewis, Esq.. Secretary Farmers’ Alliance of 
Emanuei County, Georgia: Dear Sir—Your tavor 
of the 7th instant, with inclosed resolution of 
Emanuel County Alliance, asking me {0 support a 
substitute for the Olive bill now pending in the 
lezisiature. ete., is before me. 

Permit me to say that my highest pleaeure is 
found In gratifying my friends, and it is, indeed, 
my ambition to carry out the wishes of my con- 
stituents; but there is a higher duty than either of 
these derolving upon me, and that to guard the 
best interests of the people, 

I am where I hear the evidence and read the 
law. I am acting under oath, while my constitu- 
ents are not, and 1 respectfully submit that, having 
heard the testimony, I must be controlled by my 
conscience and my judgment. Your resolutions 
request me to “support any measure or substitute 
to the Ol bill’—I sap “Oliff Dill’ . 
cause you spell it that way yoursely.s, 
thus showing conclusively that you bave not 
read the Olive bill enough to understand its intents 
and purposes. Now, if you do sot understand 
enough about the bill to know that Olive,and not 
‘“Olit,’ introduced it,;ben you do not know enough 
about its contents to dictateto anyone about it 
Trve, there is a difference of opmion aboutéthe bill, 
but thai difference should be left with sworn 
jurors who are totry it. When you are serving as 
a sworn juror to pass upon the guilt or innocence of 
one of your citizens, or to adjust a financial differ- 
ence between them, what wenld you think of me 
were I to meddie with your deliberations, and dic- 
tate to you what sort of a verdict you should find? 
True, i ama publicservantand hold my piace by 
the willofthe people, but not in that sense that 
makes one a pliable tool, a veritable 
cat’s-paw, and everybody’s man Friday, who 
happened to vote forme. Whenthe people elect a 
representative, they delegate to him the power of 
the people, and their interests rests in his intelli- 
gence aud integrity, and if he isa man at all, he 
will carry out his own ideas of things. He can 
make no other promise than to do right, and when 
I was before the people of Emanuel county, I re- 
fused to make any other than a promise to do right, 
and to thie end, 1 bave left no stone unturned. But 
should I attempt to carry out the wishes of my con- 
stituents at a sacrifice of my own convictions, bow 
am I to know that the people of Emanuel county 
wantthisthing? What steps bave been taken to 
notify me? Have the whole people met 
in mass and called me  0Obefore 
them, | be oper in such 
case? No; only authentic intimation 
that I have had, that the peopie of Emanuel county 
would have ine support the Olive bill, is the names 
of four men. These men meet at some place in se« 


- eret conclave, and there take it upon theimsrelves to 


dictate to me fn my representative capaciiy. 

Now, I would ask which must I yote for? The 
original Olive bill, Mr. Olive’s'substitute, or one of 
the many other substitutes? Mr. Olive himself is so 
uncertain about the matter that he has been trying 
to come down offthe honse top easily by a sixth 
subsiitute to his original bill. 

Let us see what has been done in railroad legisla- 
tion by this body. We have sei an act to tax 
railroads by counties, which will add about thiriy- 
five hundred dollars more to the treasury of Eman- 
uelcounty. We have passed a joint-raie law, thus 
placing Swainsboro on the same footing with places 
onatrank live. I voted and worked for both of 
these measures, but when it comes to the Olive bill 
it is time to call a halt. Already Georgia bonds and 
sureties have depreciated iu New York by reason of 
hostile legislation in this state, and I do not hesiate 
to say that not another dollar of northern money 
wili come into this state as long as we threaten 
them with such legislation. 

Never in the history of this country has there been 
- A of such prosperity as we are now blessed 
with. 

I have been accused of turning over to mono 
lies, but should I vote ‘or the Olive bill I would feel 
thatI would be handing my country over to the 
enemy indeed. I have no fight to make on the allit- 
auce. If it be true that hey are what they purport 
to be, it isa good thing. Iam told my test friends 
are among its members. I am further informed 
that nearly two-thirds of the county are members 
of it; but so long as my conscience and my oath 
stand in the path of duty I would not, if every man, 
woman and child in the county petitioned me, vote 
for the Olive bill or any of its substitutes. I would 
not do it, if it must be dove at the ex- 
pense of my own convictions. What you might 
term stubbornness on my part may forerer consign 
me to poli'ical oblivion in my county: but I prefer 
to sink in the lead-of an enlightened conscience 
than float in the wake of a smothered and beciouded 
conviction, and if upon these waters I must sink, 
let my ship rest lly at the bottom; let her 
down so deep that never a beam or a spar will 
ino asthe turbuient waters discordantly dash 
over her ° 

With my best wishes for the welfare of my people 
and the prosperity of the Farmers’ Alliance and the 
conciliation of all misunderstandings, I leave you 
to be guided by the divine truths, whose united 
voices, is the harmony of the universe.

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THE NEW LAW 


Under Which Wilkes County May Have to 
Drink Her Liquor. 

Wasuincton, Ga., October 9.—[{Special.] 
—The new liquor law for Vilkes 
county forbids the sale, except in 
Washiugton, of any intoxicating malt 
or spirituous liquors. Jt forbids the sale 
there in less quantity than one quart, and re- 
quires a license so to do of not less than $400, 
and to be issned for not less than twelve 
months. It forbids the drinRing at the place 
of sale, and forbids merchants or traders from 
keeping liquor at their places of sale either 
to give or sell, whether or not they have a li- 
cense, and it makes violation a misdemeanor. 
It excepts the sale and manufacture of domes- 
tic wines and all wine for sacramental pur- 
poses. It does not interfere with licenses 
granted, until revoked by commissioners. The 
law was not submitted to vote, but probably 
comes as near satisfying the best class of whites 
as is possible to agree upon.

A Gratuitous Insult. 

The action of the house of representatives 
yesterday, in regard to the committee to in- 
vestigate the claim of the lessees of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad, in instruct- 
ing said committee how they should take 
testimony, is the most remarkable conduct 
we have ever heard of from a legislative 
body toward the action of a committee. 

It is clearly and emphatically an insult to 
the committee. This committee was ap- 
pointed to take testimony, and report. The 
house thinks the committee is so weak they 
may be imposed upon and deceived, and 
hence they throw safeguards around it. 

If the senate agrees to the resoltition, no 
decent man ought to remain onthe com- 
mittee, and we don’t believe they will. 

Nothing is clearer than that we have men 
in the legislature who are not willing even 
to trust themselves on a proper settlement 
of the question involved in this matter. It 
is very easy to account for demagogues who 
will come to the surface on an issue like the 
Olive bill, and who will, asa _ certain mem- 
ber, who madea demagogical tirade, and 
when called to account by one of his friends, 
said: ‘‘O, I don’t believe what I said, but 
it suits my constituents.’’ But this is a 
business matter in which the state is inter- 
ested, and it is the part of statesmanship to 
solve it properly, and if the committee is so 
weak that it needs the guardianship of the 
house to watch and protect its proceedings, 
it should never have been appointed. 

There is afact that has come to our 
knowledge lately in regardto the claim 
these lessees have against the state, which 
we deem it our duty to give tothe public. 
it comes from Tennessee, and not from the 
lessees. Itis this: Under the lease act the 
State road was to be exempt from taxes. 
The state of Tennessee has assessed and 
collected one hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars of taxes. This matter, from the 
first, was brought to the attention of the 
legislature of Georgia, and no action has 
been taken in the matter. In the mean- 
time, the taxes being assessed under the 
Tennessee law against the state of Georgla’s 
property, the fi. fas. have been, for a long 

time, paid and transferred to Tomlinson 
Fort, of Chattanooga, as trustee for the 
lessees, These fi. fas., we presuine, wil! be 
all levied on this, property when the lease 
expires. And this will bring the whole 
matter of the difference into the Tennessee 
courts for settlement, 

We simply desire tu put ourselves on re- 
eord now, and for all time to come, that we 
prefer to have the Georgla legislature to 
pass on this settlement rather than to have 
a Tennessee court and jury to do it. 

If the lessees demand more than they are 

entitled to, there is enough manhood in the 
Georgia assembly to tell them sv, and there 
will be no one so ready to echo their senti- 
ments on this line than THE ConstTitTv- 
TION. ; 
On this, and all lines that effect the state, 
we are for Georgia. We want this question 
settled because it ought to be, first, and 
secondly by settling it, we will get another 
bidder for the new lease, and we do not 
hesitate to say one, that if the successful 
bidder, will be an acquisition to Georgia in 
gnore ways than one.

Card From Solicitor-General Howard. 


WARRENTON, Ga., October 8.—Editors Con- 
stitution: On last Sunday week there appeared in 
THE CONSTITUTION, credited to the Athens Banner, 
an account of a fight between Judge Lumpkin and 
Mr. I. ©.

Eprrors ConstirutTion: The bill author- 
izing the lease of the state road has been lying in 
the senate for weeks without any notice of sciion 
thereupon. 

The bill was Introduced in the winter session, 
nearly a year ago. The public, their constituents, 
all over the state have had time to make their 
wishes known. They spoke authoritatively through 
the house, and the senate was expecied to respect 
their wishes also in this matter.

The trading was un- 
usually heavy and ofa feverish and irregular tem- 
perament. The sales for the day aggregated 139,500 
bales; and atthe close ail the options showed a 
marked improvement in yalue over yesterday's 
final figures. The general opening was quiet and 
barely steady, with the first prices generally one 
point lower, but after the first call the market be- 
came steadier and showed.a disposition to improve 
on some quiet covering of shoris by the board room 
scalpers. Towards noon the report that the monthly 
statement of the agricultura!) bureau on the cotton 
crop, due tomorrow, would be unfavorable, started 
a general buying movement, which assumed most 
aggressive proportions asthe day progressed. The 
fluctuations were wide and sharp, and the shorts 
became so alarmed over the situation that they 
could not cover their contracts half fast enough,and 
it did not take long for the bulls to mark up the 
prices 10 points forall the options, There seemed 
to be an unusually active demand for the Decem- 
ber and January options, and these months were 
the strongest, In the late trading the longs began 
to realize on their purchases made early last week, 
but even their heavy offerings were quickly 
snapped up, so at the close the final prices ruled 
firm within 1@2 points offthe highest figures for the 
day. As compared with last night, October is 6 
points better, November 5, Vecember 10 and Jan- 
uary 11, while the other options are 9@10 points 
higher. The apprehensions that the bureau report 
would be unfavofable tomorrow was the sole canse 
for the advance, but should the report come in fa- 
vorable, or even slightly unfavorable, the chances 
are that the market will undergoa sharp reaction, 
in which event the cotton bought today will proba- 
bly be tumbled out as rapidly as it was bought.
